PREFERS TO GO TO JAIL. 

May Fausten, the American woman 
arrested with several others, after a 
disturbance at the Brompton Oratory 
yesterday, was arraigned today at 
Westminster police court.

WILL, LET ANTILLA IN. 


Huerta Decides Not to Blockade 
Tampico in Deference to Mediation 


Proceedings at Niagara Falls. 

(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

MEXICO CITY, June 8.—The Mex- 
ican government today decided to sus- 
pend the effects of the blockade of 
Tampico, which had been ordered. 

This step was taken upon the gov- 
ernment learning that the mediators 
at Niagara Falls were taking some 
action in regard to the movements of 
the steamer Antilla reported to have 
sailed from an American port with 
arms for the Constitutionalists and 
also to prevent a setback in the peace 
negotiations. 

It was officially stated that the 
Mexican government in ordering the 
blockade of Tampico has no inten- 
tion of interfering with commercial 
traffic. Its intention was only to 
prevent the Constitutionalists from 
receiving arms and ammunition. 

Robert Esteva Ruiz, the Mexican 
Foreign Minister, made the following 
statement. 

“I have received information today 
from our delegates at the mediation 
conference that the peace negotiations 
are well advanced and no difficulty 
has been encountered up to the present 
time.. Therefore the proposed block- 
ade of Tampico has not interfered 

th the negotiations. 

“The Mexican government upon

LOS ANGELES 
WINS A FIGHT. 


Supreme Court Rules A gainet 
Switching Charge. 


Decision Vital to Interests of 
California Shippers, 


Railroads’ Demands for Serv- 
ice Unjustified. 


[BY DISPATCH. } 

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, June 8.—One of the most 
important questions of Los Angeles 
and California shippers generally, the 
$2.60 switching charge, was settled 
today by the Supreme Court against 
the rdllroads, the late Commerce Court 
Once more experiencing a reversal. 
The opinion was read by Mr. Justice 
Hughes, who said he did not think the 
Interstate Commerce Commission's or- 
der was open, as charged, to the ob- 
jection that it rested upon a construc- 
tion of the statute which would forbid 
any carrier from separating its ter- 
minal and haulage charges on the 
same shipment and that this is a 
fundamental misconception of the law. 

Reference was made in the opin- 
ion, written by Franklin K. Lane, that 
English roads e separate termina) 
charges, but, Justice Hughes, no 
such segregation had been attempted 
by the carriers here and its pro- 
priety was not necessarily involved in 
the decision. The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, he said, held that 
“an additional charge was not justi- 
fied if additional service was not in 
fact rendered.” 


He did not understand that the Dl 


commission ruled “that the receipt 
and delivery of goods at plants lo- 
eated upon spurs or side tracks could 
not in any circumstances be regarded 
as a distinct service for which sepa- 
rate compensation might be de- 
manded.” On the other hand, it can- 
not be maintained, sald the court, 
that the switching service was one 
that should be paid additional com- 

negation for. ® Spur tracks “may, 
nh fact, constitute an ossential part 
of the carriers’ terminal system.” 
While 10,000 cities have such tracks 
and service, “the carriers before the 
commission could name only three ex- 
ceptiqns, to-wit, the cities of Los An- 
geles, San Francisco and San Diego.” 

However, the question whether 
there is an additional service on which 
to base extra charge is held to be a 
question of fact, and taking the find- 
ings of the commission, the Superior 
Court finds no grounds for holding the 
order to be invalid. 

Justice Hughes sald he did not 
agree with allegation that the com- 
mission's finding was opposed to the 
admitted physical facts, that trans- 
portation, was given to and from in- 
dustrial plants located one-fifth mile 
to seven miles from the main track 
of the carrier. But it is noted that 
the charge Was averaged and was the 
same in ev case. The court s sat- 
isfied with the commission's deciara- 
tion that the service involved “no 
greater expe than would team 
track delivery,” and it concludes as 
follows: 

“The argument for the petitioners 
necessarily invites the court to sub- 
stitute its judgment for that of the 
commission upon matters of fact with- 
in the commission's province. 

“This is not the function of the 
court. We cannot regard the act to 
regulate commerce as justifying an in- 
creased or extra charge for a sub- 
stantially similar service and upon the 
case made it cannot be said that the 
commission has overstepped its au- 
thority in forbidding the charge in 
question as one which was unjustly 
discriminatory. In our opinion the 
Commerce Court erred in denying the 
government's motion to dismiss and 
in granting the petitioner’s motion for 
Injunction. The order of the Com- 


merce Court is therefore reversed and 
the cause is remanded to the District 


Court of the United States for the 
southern district of California, south-

ATLANTIC CITY (N. J.) June &. 
A resolution setting aside the pres- 
ent reserve fund of $600,000 as a 
permanent asset of the order and in- 
creasing the annual assessment from 
20 to 60 cents for a period of ten 
years, for the purpose of creating a 
new endowment fund, was adopted at 
today’s session of the Independent 
Order of B'rith Abraham. 

Other resolutions adopted provide 
for an agsessment of two-thirds of 
1 cent per member, to be paid to 
mémbers who are totally disabled 
through injury, and another assess 
ment of one-third of 1 cent for those 
only partially disabled. The charity 
tax was fix at 10 cents a member, 
and the per capita tax of 26 cents 
for national organization expenses 
was continued. Three thotisand dol- 
lars a year was voted to Leon San- 
ders. Grand Master. for expenses. 

The Grand Master was empowered 
to speak for the entire organization 
whenever occasion arises for him to 
appeal to Congress or President Wil- 
son in behalf of “downtrodden breth- 
ren road.” This action was taken 
after several delegates had de- 
nounced the Burnett-Dillingham im- 
migration bill, now pending in Con- 
gress, and which Grand Master San- 
ders assailed yesterday in his annual 
address.

UP IN THE AIR.

Councilman Bryant is said to be the 
one member who held out against the 
others, after they had made conces- 
sions and a majority had agreed up- 
on a rate of 40 cents per 1000 cubic 
feet for natural gas and 68 cents per 
1000 cubic feet for artificial gas. 
It is probable that another confer- 
ence will be held today. a 
The rates fixed by the Board of Pub- 
lic Utilities, and on which protests 
were made by all the gas companies, 
on the grounds that they were too low, 
were 52 cents per 1000 cubic feet for 
natural gas and 68 cents per 1000 
cubic feet for artificial gas. 
The Council as a committee of the 
whole yesterday afternoon completed 
the hearing on gas rates. The feature 


City Attorney that the Council has the 
authority at this time to fix a sliding 
acale fof ‘natural gas to be sold for 
industrial purposes. 

L. P. Lowe, president of the Eco- 
nomic Gas Company, appeared on be- 
half of his own company and the 
Southern California Gas Company. 
Lowe set forth that the claimed 
value, in round figures, of the phys- 
ical gas properties of the three utill- 
ties serving Los Angeles and vicinity 
totals $17,750,000, of which the Los 
Angeles Gas and Electric Corpora- 
tion’s valuation is placed at $14,000,- 
000: that of the Southern California 


Economic Gas Company at $1,500,000. 
The total selling rate of gas, ac- 
cording to Lowe, is 53.66 cents per 
1000 cubic feet. 

This is based, sald Lowe, on the gas 
used for the highest purposes, but if 
a sliding scale is provided for indus- 
trials, the average price would have 
to be about 51 cents.

President Roose-° 
velt did not name him for Governor, 
but he did make him receiver of ths 
United States Land Office at Santa 
Fe, which office he worthily filled for 
two terms, his convivial habits to the 
contrary notwithstanding.

Celebration Commission May Not

Members of the 1915 celebration 
commission asked the City Council 
yesterday for $75,000 to be used for 
the permanent beautification of the 
city in preparation fer exposition 
year. The request was referred to the 
Budget Committee. It is practically 
certain that the city will contribute 
some money for beautification pur- 
poses, but not anything like the sum 
asked. 

In asking the appropriation of $75.- 
600, the committee contemplated the 
expenditure of $51,000 on Exposition 
Park and $24,000 for cast steel re- 
ceptacies to be attached to electro- 
liers on the principal streets and 
filled with flowers and other growing 
plants, as well as for the purchase of 
American . 

Under the present plan, Exposition 
Park is to be the central place of en- 
tertainment for the 100,000 foreign 
sailors who are expected to visit this 
port during 1915, as well as the prob- 
able location of a bie flower show. 
The tentative beautification plans pro- 
vide for the planting of the Figueroa- 
street side of the park to native Call- 
fornia plants and flowers, as well as 
floral adornment of the space reserved 
for a sunken garden.

Therein is to be 
found the genuine value of the ex- 
periment and its success. 

Besides, over fifteen artists, some 
of them local teachers, have been 
heard by parents and possible future 
patrons, and many a young musi- 
clan has found in these recitals the 
means of expression and his first 
contact with the public. 

The artistic result already obtained 
has been so satisfactory that it was 
announced that the 1914-1915 series 
would begin in October, next. 

What the First M. E. Church ts do- 
ing ie in the line of what St. Paul's 
Pro-Cathedral has undertaken recent- 
ly, with its diocesan choir and or- 
gan, and piano recitals, under Doug- 
las. Last week the First Presbyterian 
Church had its first recital, by the 
recently-founded Choral Society. 

Music is so closely allied to re- 
ligious ethics and worship that t 
would seem that the benevolent in- 
fluence of occasional concerts under 
church auspices could well be extend- 
ed to every denomination, and every 
house of worship. as conducive to 
wholesome and elevating entertain- 
ment, especially here, where so many 
visitors, strangers, often lonesome, 
crave such a form of elevating en- 
tertainment.

Badly beaten men fought on 
and on; matches proceeded to the bit- 
ter end which in England would long 
before have been stopped by the ref- 
eree at the request of the onlookers 
In Paris the onlookers,seem never to 
have had enough. I did not once 
hear the cry ‘Stop it' to which one 
ls so accustomed in England and the 
over-seas dominions, when a boxer 
is obviously beaten. 

“Even ‘fouls’ of the worst kinds are 
excused in Paris so that the contest 
may proceed to the bitter end. The 
French boxers do not foul intention- 
ally. But many men leas 5s than 

tier, Ledoux and De Penthieu 
fight madly, 
crouch, one lower than the other, in 
desperate efforts to reach the stom- 
ach; and blows are frequently struck 
below the belt. 

“But the action of French referees 
is more astonishing still. As the 
boxer stands crying out in pain the 
referee intervenes. Then he an- 
nounces that the man fouled wishes 
to go on fighting and that there will 
be ‘un repos dedeux minutes.’ This 
made me gasp when first I heard it 
as indeed it must have made Mr. Bet- 
tinson of the National Sporting Club, 
gasp, but it was nothing to what fol- 
lowed. 

“Near the end of the same contest 
to which I refer a second foul, still 
more fiagrant was perpetrated by the 
man who had first been fouled. Again 
two minutes’ repose! And as the suf- 
fering boxer in his corner loudly pro- 
tested, the referee walked toward him 
and said, Tes, my boy, but you did 
the same thing to him before!’ 

“French boxing will have to be 
cleansed of this sort of thing if it is 
to make the same advance of spirit 
and tome that it has made of sheer 
achievement. Unskillful boxers must 
be taught with an tron hand that 
they cannot sacrifice all the conven- 
tions of sport in order to hit the 
other man unfairiy. 

“The Itallans spoke many years ago 
of the French fury in war- furia 
francese. I think it is the greatest 
quality of the modern French boxer. 
Other races of Celtic origin possess it, 
too, but none im so marked a degree 
aa the French. The great Irish and 
Irish-American boxers, ‘and 
Welsh, have had lees fury if more 
skill; but since the Americans taught 
the world that fighters like ‘Battling’ 
Nelson, who can Tush and punch 
without intermission for twenty rounds 
or more, are nearly always certain to 
defeat pure boxera, the speed and 
fury of the French ‘ighter have be- 
come a wonderful factor in the ring.“ 

SERIOUS FIGHTERS. 


Compared with 2 — and Amert- 
can boxers, too, the French are won- 
derfully serious. y ask no quarter 
and they give none. There is no ran- 
cor or “vice” about their fighting. 
Once the contest is over, they kiss the 
beaten man or the victor as the case 
may be-—the kiss being an institution 
in the Paris Tring. In the ring, too, 
the French display the highest sports 
manship at times. But they go into ” 
contest to win, and often their deadly 
earnestness in using every legitimate 
means to that end is mistaken for 
something less laudable. 

French writers and speakers have 
nad to create a languege to fit the de- 
votlon to the French of the prigt fight 
— devotion quite new and modern. 
First and foremost, the language of 
the prize ring among the French hag 
been borrowed from the United States, 
not from England.

Game in Egypt.

ing in Paria, tells Joseph Singer, the 
champion rifleman of Los Angeles, of 


prince of sportsmen follows: 

| EAST TO WEST. 
PARIS, April . 1914. 
Your letter chased me half over the 
world, but finally rounded me up here 
at home I have been fishing and 
shooting in Ireland, England and Hun- 
gary, and sometimes take a crack at 
the pigeon shooting game here in 
Paria, and at Monte Carlo and other 

laces. 


But the work with dog and gun, in 
the open, and the fiy-flicking with my 
little six-ounce rod the beautiful 
streams of Devonshire and the lakes 
of Scotiand interests me much more 
than trap-shooting. 
I have just returned from Egypt, 
where we have been all winter, hav- 
ing a splendid time and a climate 
most as good as California. 
After I got tired of looking at mum- 
Mies and tombs, and such things. I 
began to look around for some sport, 
as I had brought my Lefebure and my 
30-30 Winchester with me. so as not 
to mise any chance that might offer. 
GOOD HUNTING. 

I did not get a chance to use the 
fife, but had some good snipe and 
pigeon shooting, and tried a little trap 
work. There are lots of snipe (jack- 
enipe, the same as you have in Cali- 
fornia,) in Egypt, and a good shot 
can often get from 60 to 100 in a 
day's shoot, if—and there is a great 
bie if—he knows where to go and is 
Willing to ride a burro fifteen or twen- 
ty miles to get there, ag there are no 
good in the country, and the 
ae only mode of rapid (7) 


t. 
However, I managed te find the 
spot a few times, and had fine sport. 
One afternoon I bagged Axty and lost 
nearly as many because the cover was 
thick, and I had no dog, and the man 
who was supposed to do the retrieving 
showed more interest in the empty 
shells than in the dead birds. 80 I 
finally let him gather the shells and 
it became a case of shoot and re- 
trieve, regardless of ether birds get- 
ting up in the meantime. With a good 
Gog I could easily have gotten 100 
to 150 birds. 
They have some very good duck 
shooting at the Delta at the mouth 
of the Nile, but it was too late in the 
season before I found out the lay of 
the land im regard to the ducks. So 
I dia not get a whack at them, al- 
though I did go out once, and the 
boat stuck on a sand bar and stayed 
there, and we had to wade ashore and 
walk about five miles, and then come 
home by train 
EGYPTIAN OPPORTUNITIES. 


If the duck shootefs of Egypt knew 
as much about the game as we do in 
California, they could form clubs, and 
make ponds, the same as we do, and 
have great shooting. 

They have the same kinds of ducks 
as we do in California, widgeon, teal, 
eprig, mallard, te., and if they had 
the proper game laws and would take 
al n from California’ eportemen in 
the matter of clubs, they would have 
as good shooting as you fellows. 
GUN SLAUGHTER. 


One of.the great mistakes they make 
fa using the boat or punt gun, and 
the same is true all over Furope and 
England. They turn loose a whole 
bag of No. 1 shot into a flock at long 
range, and then boast about the num- 
= of birds they can slaughter at one 


ot. 

One of the Pashas in Cairo, who 
was supposed to be a great sport. 
showed me his “duck gun” with a 
great deal of pride. It was nothing 
less than a Krupp cannon, exactly the 
same as you see mounted on the up- 
per decks of torpedo boats! The gun 
was about twelve feet long, a breech- 
loader using a regular paper shell 
that would hold about a pound of 
powder and something less than a 
sack of shot! Unless he got from sixty 
to 100 birds at a crack he did not 
think he was having any sport. 
DIFFICULT TRAPS, 


There is a pigeon-shooting club at 
Cairo, where I ran up against the most 
dificult trap shooting I ever saw. 
They shoot clay birds, and sometimes 
birds from the ordinary pigeon traps. 
Nut their favorite sport is at live 
birds, which are thrown by hand from 
a pit about six feet deep, where the 
thrower stands. The pit is sloped out 
toward the boundary, seventy yards 
away, formed by a ten-foot fence. The 
shooters stand fifteen to twenty yards 
from the pit, and, belleve me, it takes 
some shooting to grass a bird before 
he gets over the fence. 

The birds are all small, strong, wild 
ones, blue in color and quicker than 
chain lightning, and the man in the, 
pit would make some of our crack 
baseball pitchers look like 80 cénts, 
The result is that the bird starts fas- 
ter than any bluerock ever thrown 
from an “expert” trap, and he's get- 
ting faster all the time, 80 forty to 
fifty yards is the distance one has to 
shoot, and it takes a good gun, good 
shells, and a crackerjack behind the 
gun, to kill three straight. ; 
They make pools and sell tickets 
on the shooters, as they used to do 
at the races In California. The events 
are all “miss and out,” and two or 
three birds generally decide the event. 
The “bookies” are game, and I saw 


one fellow win an event with two 
birds against a field of twenty, when 
the books were laying sixty to one 
against him. I was told that he had 
been shooting a long time and had 
never been in the money. 
Ot course, my little “sixteen” was 
of no use in that game, and, though 
I borrowed a twelve and took a chance 
or two, I couldn't connect. 

I was told that they sometimes use 
quail, and sometimes teal, in this 
game, and it is, without doubt, the 


most interesting kind of live-bird 
shooting, as well as the most dif. 
ficult.

My dest shooting, up (© date, was 
in Hungary, not far from Vienna. 
There I visited a friend at hia shoot- 
ing box and had a month or so of 
Splendid shooting, mostly partidges 
and pheasants—treal, wild birds, not 
tame, hand-raised ones like they have 
in England. 

We also shot hundreds of hare as 
big as young deer, also several bucks 
and some atags, and we had a day 
after wild boar, but did not get any, 
as we could not rout the brutes out 
of the thick cover. 

The wild geese come into the fields 
in Hungary, as they used to do tn Cal- 
ifornia years ago, and there is also 
good duck shooting in places. 

I saw some of the preserves of the 
Katser and the Emperor, which are 
literally swarming with game of all 
kinds, from shipe to stage — not to 
mention wild boar and some bears.

CHEERED HIM UP. 
Everything was done to make the 
fed happy. and though he exerted an 
effort to appear so, the family knew 
he was brooding and tried hard to 
Sheer him up and to take his mind 
off his trouble. 

A number of facts have developed 
‘since his death to make it appear 
that the act was premeditated. Sun- 
Gay, when the Beamons left for Los 
Angeles, they arranged that the 
housekeeper remain and prepare his 
meals, and keep him company, but 
he insisted that she go, saying that 
it was too fine a day for her to stay 
in when she might as well have a day 
oft. 


Late Sunday afternoon while ren-

reporter, he intimated that he might 
have a good story for the paper the 
next day. Several other little things 
eceurred which seem to indicate that 
he had planned to take his life.

She said she was s0 sorry she 
couldn't help him in his financial af- 
fairs, as she had lost her fortune. 
ne sald she would gladly pay every 
cent he owed otherwise. The $2 was 
used yesterday to buy flowers.
